as the third movement in an ef- 
fort to relieve congestion at the local 
institution, to give the prisoners bet- 
ter quarters and more comfortable 
conditions, and to reduce possibilities 
of outbreaks such as the one in the 
Colorado state prison, which shocked 
the entire country. 

Contract Is Signed. 

Vivian’ Stanley, a member of the 
state prison commission, told ‘The 
Constitution Thursday night over long 
distanee phone from Dublin that. ue- 
gotiations between the Chatham eoun- 
ty commissioners and the government 
had been in progress for more than 
a month and that the contract had 
just been ratified. 

Under this agreement he said 200 
negroes will be removed from the 
prison and put at work on an ambi- 
tious road program for Chatham 
county. They will be given the best 
of treatment and will work under 
government conditions, so far as hours 
of employment, housing, food and 
clothing are concerned. 

Arrangements have been made, he 
stated, to assign the prisoners to a 
construction camp near Savannah, 
where they will be housed in a re- 
modeled airplane hangar, which be- 
longa--to the county. They will be 
employed on read construction or on 
other public work undertaken by the 
county. 

The agreement specifies that prison- 
ers will be under supervision of the 
state prison commission as well as 
government officials. Every precau- 
tion will be taken to see that they 
are properly guarded: The first de- 
tachment of prisoners will be trans- 
ferred about November 4, in custody 
of the Georgia prison commission. 
The contract between Chatham coun- 
ty and the government ealls for em- 
ployment of 200 men for a period of 
one year. 

Mr. Stanley stated that up to date 
Savannah was the only ceunty which 
had made a contract with the govern- 
ment for employment of federal pris- 
oners in road work. If the experi- 
ment in Chatham proves successful the 
prison commission expects other coun- 
ties to take similar action. 

Prison Crowded Years. 


The federal prison has been over- 
crowded for many years. Wardens, 
superintendents of prisons, and others 
interested in welfare and reconstruc- 
tion work have asked time after time 
for relief but all in vain until re- 
cently. 

Out of this agitation has come es- 
tablishment of an additional prison in 
Chillicothe, Ohio.

Counterfeiter Swears 
Former Florida Gover-| 
nor Went Into Plot With 


Eyes Open. 


Tampa, Fla., October 
government today virtually completed 
its case against former Governor Sid- 
ney J. Catts on counterfeiting charges 
with Julian Diaz, now serving a prison 
sence for alleged leadership of a 
$100,000 counterfeiting ring, on the 
stand most of the day and testifying 
that Catts had volunteered to lend 
him $5,000 for the purchase 
$25,000 in fraudulent bills. 

The 67-year-old ex-governor is ac- 
cused of being the financier of the 
ring that Diaz, a forfmer Tampa attor- 
ney, headed. Diaz was’ followed to 
the stand by secret service operatives 
and other witnesses, and government 
counsel said that although one or two 
more witnesses may be presented to- 
morrow, they may rest their case with- 


out further testimony. 
Loaned $5,000. 

Diaz, small and dapper, was nervous 
under examination. by government 
counsel. but gained composure under 
grilling by the defense and pitted his 
own legal knowledge against that of 
Attorney Hardee. The cross exam- 
ination failed to develop discrepancies 
in his story. 

Diaz gave a detailed description of 


*how Catts had offered to loan money 


for the counterfeiting venture,

The loan had been completed in 
Tallahassee, Diaz said, where he and‘ 
his secretary, Leah Burwell, who pre- 
viously testified for the government, 
met Catts. He related how he and 
Miss Burwell had taken “more than 
200" of the counterfeit $100 bills to 
Jacksonville for Catts’ inspection. He 
and Catts, he said, inspected them in 
a hotel room and both snid they were 
“ cood” because they were “too 
too thick, and poorly printed. 


Helped Buy Ink. 


Then he told how Catts had gone 
with him and Miss Burwell to the 
H. and W. B. Drew Company in 
Jacksonville where he ordered quanti- 
ties of varied colored copper engrav- 
ing inks. Miss Burwell did not know 
at the time what he was buying, he 
said, but later he told that he was 
buying ink for the man who made 
the bills, 

H. 3. 
H. and W. LB. Drew Company, testi- 
fied of the visit of Diaz, Catts and 
Miss Burwell to the store when Diaz 
placed an order for engraving ink. 
He said he did not know whether 
Catts and Miss Burwell heard the 
order. 

George T. Kilner and George Brod- 
nax, secret Service operatives, and Ed- 
ward W. Melchor, Miami detective 
sergeant, identified counterfeit bills 
involved in the case, and Kilner told 
of. finding printing presses and print- 
ing ink buried in the back yard at 
the Diaz home.

Wig- 
gin, chairman of the Chase National; 
William Totter, president of the 
Guaranty Trust, and Thomas Lamont, 
senior partner of J. P. Morgan and

Not since the war panic which re- 
sulted in closing the exchange for 17 
weeks in 1914 has Wall Street seen 
such a dark and trying day, and 
never in financial history have se- 
curity markets been thrown into such 
a tumult. The stock market in Buffa- 
lo was unable to face the situation 
and trading was suspended, but the 
New York stock and curb exchanges 
saw the ordeal through, although sey- 
eral brokers collapsed and had to be 
helped from the trading floors. 

Bankers Gather. 

By early afternoon the situation be- 
came so grave that a hurried meeting 
of leading bankers was called at the 
offices of J. P. Morgan & Co., and a 
reassuring statement issued from thee 
conference by Thomas W. Lamont, 
one of the Morgan partners, finaily 
checked the sickening drop of stock 
prices and saved the market from a 
complete inpasse. 


Scores of important stecks tumbled” 
from $15 to $70 a share, paper yal- 
ues vanishing at the rate of tens of 
nillions of dollars a minute, until mid- 
afterncon, when the bankers’ state- 
ment prompted large operators who 
were reaping millions in selling the 
market short, to cover their commit:

bounded substantially.

Presentation of the case of the 
United States vs. W. D. Manley by 
District Attorney Clint W. Hager 
during the past few days in the lo- 
cal federal court appeared to the in- 
nocent bystander to be a rather cut 
and dried proposition as witness aft- 
er witness was called t the stand to 
testify relative to various transactions 
of the Banker’s Trust Company, but 
behind all this seemingly mechanical 
procedure lay months of painstaking 
labor on the part of expert govern- 
ment agents. 

While Mr. Hager himself is gen- 
erally conceded the lion’s share of 
the credit for the conduct of the case, 
he was the first to shower praise on 
those who had worked with him and 
to declare that without their assist- 
ance and full co-operation, his hands 
would have been virtually tied. 

Began in 1925. 

It was H. B. Mayhew, for 25 years 
a postoffice inspector and for 16 
years a specialist in “mail fraud” 
cases, who had a large part of the 
work of assembling evidence and he 
began this in August, 1925. 

His investigations resulted in a 
federal grand jury indictment against 
Manley and four of his associates the 
following month. All through the 
trial of the other defendants, which 
began in February, 1927, Mayhew 
was seated at the table with the gov- 
ernment’s attorneys offering counsel 
and advice. This trial lasted ap- 
proximately six weeks. Here also the 
government triumphed and guilty ver- 
dicts were returned. 

Accountant Called. 

While Mayhew was devoting his 

attentions to the mail service end of 


actions, H. E. Rank, an expert gov- 
ernment accountant of 19 years stand- 
ing, was spending hours pouring over 
voluminous accounts of every conceiv- 
able nature. While the trial was in 
progress he was called upon by Mr. 
Hager, time after time, to give tes- 
timony relative to every phase of 
bookkeeping. And always he had the 
information at his finger tips. 

Mr. Hager was equally warm in 
his praise of Hugh’ Howell, promi- 
nent Atlanta lawyer, who was spe 
cially designated -as one of his as- 
sistants for the trial of the Manley 
case. It was Mr. Howell, Mr. Ha- 
ger pointed out, who fought or helped 
to fight, three successful battles 
against insanity pleas for Manley. The

The case of Clinch county is now 
under consideration by Judge Smith 
Of the Alapaha circuit. The late 
Judge Crum ordered the county 
into the charge of receivers, but 
Judge Smith vacated that order and 
has just heard a quo warranto pro- 


cost the people of the state at least 
| $8,000,000 a year more than half 
the counties would cost, properly 
consolidated and economically func- 
tioning in the larger units. Every 
argument based on business prin- 
ciples is in favor of fewer and larger 
counties, with most valuable bene- 
fits to everybody except the few 
bodies of small county office-hold- 
ers who would lose their meager 
jobs. 

But again the state government 
is powerless to redeem the Suffer- 
ing people from the county cut-up 
curse. No act of the legislature and 
no judgment of the judiciary can do 
it. The people of the counties must 
work out their own relief in agree- 
ment with their neighbors—or keep 
on until their county assets are sold 
out under debtor judgments. 


DISARMING AT LONDON. 

For the next ninety days before 
the London conference on naval 
policies gets into action we may ex- 
pect reams and volumes of rumors 
about what this or that one of the 
powers will propose, oppose, stand 
for or refuse to stand for. Ninety- 
nine per cent of the stuff will be 
political and newspaper hot air 
which the cool minds of the public 
can safely afford to puff down the 
wind.

What amazed me most in Pales- 
| tine during the recent unsettled pe 


riod, following the bloody riots of 
the latter part of August, was the 
fact that Jewish settlers in isolated 
colonies were compelled to surrender 
whatever rusty old revolvers or fire- 
pieces they had. Of course, in the 
case of a city like Jerusalem, where 
masses of police and troops were on 
hand, after the disturbances, disarm- 
ament of the civilian population does 
not look so foolish, But out there 
in the blue, it’s another matter. 
Jewish settlers were not only disarm- 
ed, but when found in possession of 
firearms they were thrown in_ jail. 
Any man who has done pioneet Work, 
knows that self-protection in the form 
of a rifle or revolver is absolutely 
essential. Moreover it’s the citizen’s 
most inalienable right to defend him- 
self when attacked. There is no doubt 
the Jews were attacked and to this 
very moment they are not sure the 
Arabs will not rise again; either out 
of cupidity, or incited by criminal ru- 
mors that this or that holy mosque 
has been blown up with Jewish 
bombs. In the majority of instances 
the colonists submitted to disarma- 
ment and still remained in their set- 
tlement.

ed themselves, and that with sound 
hanking and with the stable opera- 
tion of the federal reserve system ac- 
tion and reaction within security mar- 
kets could be expected to confine 
themselves to this zone. It was re- 
peated that all experience had pointed 
to the coming of the present sort of 
situation, and that necessary precau- 
tions had been taken by all credit 
institutions months ago. 

It was intimated that if this view 
proved to be in accordance with the 
facts, the general public would find 
little reaction from the market site- 
ation, and the conduct of government, 
even in the matter of anticipated tax 
reductions, would go on in the fiscal 
branches in undisturbed fashion. 


Business Little Affected. 


Though Secretary Lamont was ab- 
sent from the commerce department, 
Grosvenor M. Jones, chief of the 
finance division of that government 
branch, expressed: the opinion that 
general business would find — itself 
free from market involyements. He 
added that European conditions, in 
many respects, were a guarantee of 
the maintenance of active foreign 
trade which has been a_ factor in 
American markets. 

Though the stock market price 
falls spread quickly to the commodity 
field, the newly created federal farm 
loan board did not find it necessary 
to intervene further than it has done 
previously. Cotton prices gn exchange 
markets, to the support of which the 
board moved early this week, were less 
affected than the other commodities. 

It was clearly indicated that the 
first possible government action bear- 
ing in any way on the markets lay 
in the province of the reserve board, 
which controls ‘the level of rediscount 
rates in all the regional banks. The 
raising of the New York rediscount 
rate to 6 per cent last summer was 
regarded as more or less an accom- 
paniment of the speculative situation 
and the increased credit demands for 
carrying stockg on margin. Today the 
exchanges between the board and the 
representatives of the New York bank 
over long-distance telephone were fre- 
quent, and it is believed that the 
Washington authorities were in readi- 
ness to approve any suggestion made 
by banking leaders on the ground. 

Money Rates Not Factor. 

The board’s most recent statement, 
including the weekly summary late 
today of brokers’ loans, which showed 
one of the sharpest contractions re- 
cently registered, have noted that 
money rates or the possibility of ob- 
taining loans were not a factor in 
market performance. 

An indirect bearing on the situa- 
tion was the announcement today by 
Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, a 
former secretary of the treasury, that 
he intended to press as an amendment 
to the tariff bill his proposals that 
sales of stock made on exchanges 
within 60 days of original purchase 
should be subjected to a 5 per cent 
tax. He prepared the outlines of his 
statute on the point last summer, dur- 
ing periods when increasing brokers’ 
loans and reserve board policy toward 
them was under general discussion, 

Chairman Norbeck, of the senate 
banking committee, which now has 
the King resolution, announced he fa- 
vored the inquiry when the opportu- 
nity affords. 

sstening carefully to reports 
throughout the day from the wild mar- 
ket operations, members of the sen- 
ate generally agreed that there was

Senator Glass remarked, “Let

Nurse Dismissed. , 

Manley gave no sign that he heard 
the words and with the adjournment 
of court he was immediately taken 
across the hall to the petit jury room 
where he waited while the necessafy | 
papers were being prepared.

A rapid decline in stock prices, like 
a stone rolling down hill, rapidly 
gains momentum, if left to take ita 
course, owing largely to certain tech- 
nical features of stock trading. As 
stocks decline, wary holders place stop 
loss orders a few points under cur- 
rent quotations. -The more rapidly 
the decline progresses, the more rapid- 
ly these stop loss orders grow, and 
as each batch of selling orders at a 
certain level is executed, it dumps 
stocks on the market in a manner 
tending to depress the price level to 
the next batch of stop loss orders. 


Many Closed Out. 


Even more important is the margin 
calls. A decline in prices. results 
in calls upon brokers’ customers trad- 
ing on margin for more and more 
funds to protect the broker from loss. 
For a time traders meet these re- 
quests, ‘but as the decline progresses, 
an increasing number are unable to, 
and the brokers sell out the account. 
Today prices dropped so fast that 
many brokers rushed to unload weak 
margin accounts without even waiting 
for their customers to put up more 
funds, as values disappeared so fast 
that time lost might have been very 
costly.

Much of the fever is 
not malignant and it is probable that 
there are several “mild cases mixing 
and mingling with children in schools 
and on playgrounds. 

“Parents should be especially vigi-

“Laws of the city provide rigid 
quarantine in such cases, and every 
effort should be made to co-operate 
with authorities in suppressing the 
spread of the disease.”

JURY 10 GET TURNER 
CASE THIS AFTERNOUN 


Former City Electrician, Al- 
leged Embezzler, Charges 
Political Plot. 


The case of R. C. Turner, former 
superintendent of electrical affairs 
for Atlanta, who is charged with em- 
bezzlement from the city, will be giv- 
en to a jury this afternoon in Judge 
John D. Humphries’ division of Fulton 
superior court. ‘Turner struck back 
at his accusers Thursday with the 
charge that he is the victim of politi- 
cal persecution instigated by Pat Hen- 
dricks, his successor as city electri- 


cian, in an effort by Hendricks to 
keep Turner out of the next election. 

In his statement to the jury, Tur- 
ner denied that he had committed any 
wrong in the installation of traffic 
signal lights as. charged in the indict- 
ment against him. Turner claimed 
that he secured the services of Sam 
Donelson, a co-defendant under the 
indictment. to assist in the work, and 
that Donelson employed L. P. Cheat- 
ham, an employe of the city electrical 
department, to work for him after of- 
fice hours. Turner declared that 
Cheatham did the actual electrical 
work and that every voucher present- 

was fair, above board and for ac- 
tual work done. 

Employes of the Georgia Power 
Company, appearing as state wit- 
nesses, testified that they did the work 
of stringing overhead wires, hanging 
lights, installing connecting wires and 
the control box, and handling all other 
details of installation except final 
testing, which, they said, was done by 
Cheatham as a city employe. 

The state also submitted testimony 
that many of the signal lights were 
installed during working hours, when 
Cheatham was on duty for the city in 
his capacity of an employe of the elec- 
trical department. The state con- 
tended that Donelson was not entitled 
to collect bills which he rendered and 
which were paid on Turner's ap- 
proval, 

Attorney W. F. Buchanan opened 
argument for the defense, while As- 
sistant City Attorney Jack Savage 
took the opening for the state. As- 
sistant Solicitor-General J. Walter J.e- 
Craw, who will resume argument this 
morning, will be followed by Assist- 
ant Solicitor-General Ed A. Stephens 
for the state and Reuben R. Arnold 
for the defense. 

The state elected to sever the trials 
of Turner and Donelson, who are 
charged with conspiring to obtain 
money from the city for work which 
the state charges was not done.

Chicago, October 24.—(#/)—Giant 
awings in price, both down and up, 
came with bewildering swiftness in 
the wheat market today, duplicating 
the wild course of stock exchange 
valuee. Transactions in wheat mount- 
ed far up into millions of bushels, 
with Europe reported a big buyer 
here of future deliveries of wheat aft- 
er the market had collapsed under 
nanicky selling 121-2 cents a bushel 
today to the lowest level yet this sea- 
son. Subsequent rallies ge cory | to 
as much as 71-8 cents a bushel took 
place to the accompaniment of sud- 
den huge purchasing that whirled the 
market upward almost as excitedly as 
an hour previous it had plunged head- 
long down. 

On the late rebound, wheat closed 
nervous, 43-8 to 45-8 cents below 
yesterday's finish. Corn closed at 
three-quarters to 11-2 cents net gain, 
eats showing one-quarter to one-half 
cent net decline, and provisions rang- 
ing from 12 cents setback to a rise 
of 2 cents. 

Contrasting in striking fashion with 
the lightning-like wide fluctuations 
that later developed, the wheat mar- 
ket today opened in some cases at only 
one-eighth cent difference from last 
night. It was not long, however, be- 
fore execution of an immense pile of 
orders to sell out and put a stop to 
losses of wheat owners put a stagger- 
ing load on the pit. A crash of about 
fh cents a bushel resulted, and yet the 
market recovered somewhat. Then 
came a new onslaught of selling and 
brought about a nearly perpendicular 
fresh drop of 8 cents, with the mar- 
ket reeling downward so quick that 
one-half to 1l-cent smashes ensued be- 
fore brokers could pencil the figures 
on their trading =f ny At the bottom 
point reached wheat was 221-2 cents 
a bushel under last week's top level. 
Meanwhile stock exchange values 
were crumbling fast and dispatches 
were at hand telling of large offer- 
ings of Argentine wheat to Europe 
at cheap prices. 

Eclipsing al! 
though, as the day 
wheat pit was word of sharp recov- 
eries in prices of securities. It was 
at this stage also that the flood of 
wheat selling orders which had surged 
in from eastprn sources in particular 
was transformed into a rush of buying 
instructions. During the last part of 
the day the ensuing upward flight of 
wheat prices was helped in at least 
some degree by assertions that export 
buying of North American wheat for 
shipment to Europe showed more or 
less improvement, and that as a pro- 
itious circumstance sterling exchange 
ad reached the highest point since 
June, 1928, a fact likely to promote 
wheat export business from this coun- 
try and Canada as well. 

Corn owed its advance chiefly to 
absence of any important selfing ex- 
cept for a brief interval when wheat 
weakness was most acute, 

Oats. derived relative steadiness 
from the surprising firmness of the 
corn market. 

Provisions were unsettled by the 
rapidly changing action both of grain 
and of stocks,

New York, October. 24.—Wall 
Street was thrown into a stock sell- 
ing panie today of the gigantic and 
overwhelming proportion that the 
enormous growth of speculative ac- 
tivity in recent years has predicated. 

Sales on the New York Stock Ex- 
change reached the amazing total of 
12,894,600 shares, and the ticker ran 
for four hours and eight minutes after 
the closing gong. This turnoyer ex- 

eds b’ 50 per cent the previous rec- 
ord of March 26. 

The stampede of selling was a con- 
tinuation of the floed of liquidation 
which swept into the market in the 
last hour yesterday when trading for 
a brief time was equal to today’s ter- 
rifying pace. It culminates a down- 
ward movement which has been grow- 
ing more and more decisive since early 
September. 

Good and bad stocks were dumped 
overboard together. 

As an indication of the scare which 
the public received, good bonds were 
sold in some volume and the bond 
market closed lower. Foreign ex- 
changes continued to mount into the 
“ighest levels for many months, in- 
dicating that much selling has come 
from abroad. 

Call money renewed at 6 per cent 
and w it no lower than 5 at the 
money post, but was offered in the 
outside market as low as 2 per cent, 
as a flood of money was released in 


the stock liquidation. Time money 
eee bankers’ acceptances eased nota- 

y. 

Statements Reassuring. 

Informal but highly reassuring 
statements were issued from confer- 
ences of bankers after the close. It 
was generally agreed that the decline 
had strengthened the market’s posi- 
tion. 

The brokerage loan figures after 
the close showed an unexpectedly 
gratifying drop of $167,000,000, de- 
spite the fact that that figure failed 
to include the liquidation of yester- 
day and today. No change was made 
in the 6 per cent rediseount. The 
day’s news included important earn- 
ings statements, but they were ignored 
in the wild speculative conditions, — 

Bethlehem Steel net for the third 
quarter very nearly approximated 
that of th: record second. 

A few leading stocks such as U. S. 
Stee’ and American Can closed 2 or 
3 point; higher, and Kennecott closed 
up 8 American and Foreign Power 
closed off 14, and one of the most se- 
vere losses was in Radio, off more 
than 10. Johns-Manville dropped 40 
points and rallied 30. Standard Gas 
dropped 27. Utilities were the most 
vulnerable, the general list showing 
acute weakness, even Standard of 
Ne Jersey selling off more than 10 
points for a time. 

Commodities Under Pressure. 

The commodity markets were like- 
wise under severe pressure, in selling 
lacgely in sympathy with the break 
in stocks. Wheat futures closed off 
bout 5 cents a bushel after selling 
down 11 to 12. Corn closed steady 
on killing frosts, and cotton closed 
firm after absorbing considerable sell- 
ing.

ANS TO BROKERS. 
HOW BGDECREAS 


Washington, O:tober 24.—(#)— 
Loans to brokers and dealers held by 
New York federal reserye member 
banks for the veek ending October 23 
were announced by the federal reserve 
board today as $6,634,000,000, a de- 
crease of $167,000,000 from the total 
announced one week ago. 

The loans for the week ending Oc- 
tober 24, 1928, were $4,772,000,000, 
but the decrease reported this week 
was the largest noted in the account 
by the reserve board for several 


months. The cetailed distribution of 
the loans over the three weeks dealt 
with in the report was as follows: 
For own account, October 23, 1929, 
$1,077,000,000 ; October. 16, 1929, $1.- 
095,000,000; October 24, 1928, $957,- 
000,000, 

For account of oyt-of-town banks, 
October 23, 1929, $1,733,000,000; Oc- 
tober 16, 1929, $1,831,000.000; Octo- 
ber 24, 1928, $1,737,000,000. 

For account of others, October 23, 
1929, $3,823,000.000; October 16, 
1929, $3,875,000,000; October 24, 
1928, $2.078,000,000. 

In the recent weeks of serious mar- 
ket disturbance, brokers’ loans have 
shown some tendency to decline, and 
have receded considerably below the 
high figure of the year. The reces- 
sion today was, however, much larger 
than those which have preceded it. 
The distribution figures indicated that 
the money drawn out of Wall Street by 
banks outside of New York city was 
particularly noticeable, and the total 
of out-of-town bank loans to brokers 
fell nearly $100,000,000, and made the 
total for the October 23 report of such 
loans even smaller than it was on the 
same date last year.

It is very seldom that an important 


football game does not have some sin- ‘ 


gle play or some brief moment that 
can be referred to as the breaking 
point of the game. This breaking point, 
contrary to a strict translation, does 
not mean the breaking of the morale 
or strength of*one team, but. rather 


that a quick break or interruption in 
the regular sequence of events occurs 
to give one team an advantage that 
was not expected. This is the flood of 
the tide, and the tear that ean ride 
this crest for a moment usually 1s 
led on to-fortune. 

The sudden turn in a football game 


as often does it follow some 
pure accident or gross error. Several 
instances may serve to establish this 
contention. 

HARVARD-YALE. 

Some years ago, in 1921 to be exact, 
Harvard and Yale were having a des- 
perate struggle. Harvard with a great 
team was being fought to a standstill 
by a weaker team, and the possibility 
of victory for Harvard seemed remote. 
After a scoreless first half Yale seemed 
to have the edge in the first part of 
the third quarter. Harvard, with the 
great George wen at fullback, and 
the crafty Charlie Buell at quarter- 
hack, was slowly giving way to a Yale 
drive. Aided by wonderful kicking 
Yale was able to drive the ball deep 
into Hlarvard territory. On one 
Yale's punts Harvard bad dropped 
back Into a twé-man safety formation 
in order to insare proper handling of 
the ball. Buell misjudged thé ale 
kick, made a frantic effort to recover 
his balance bnt missed the ball as it 
came dowu. The ball struck bim on 
the foot, shot sideway 10 or 15 yards 
right into the hands of Owens, who 
was preparing to cut down a Yale end. 
Owens grabbed the ball and returned 
it over half the length of the field to 
Yale’s 10-yard line, and immediately 
seored a touchdown. Before Yale play- 
ers could get their feet back on the 
ground Harvard was scoring a second 
touchdown, and the game was put on 
ice. Owens became a hero and saved 
Buell from becoming a goat. 

FLORIDA’S VICTORY. 

Last year in the 
game both teams had scored in the 
first quarter. and with a 6-to-6 count 
a great game was in store for the 
fans. In the second quarter Florida 
had advanced to Georgia’s 20-yard line 
but on there were held in check. On 
fourth down Crabtree dropped back 
to his right to make a forward pass. 
Finding all of his receivers covered 
for the moment Crabtree retreated still 
more until it was almost certain that 
he was to be thrown for a 20 or 25- 
yard loss, as he was retreating too 
fast to get set to make a throw.

A number of educators admitted that their colleges aided athletes, 
along with other deserving youths, but denied that aid was given more 
freely because of a boy’s athletic prowess. 


Sports editors, as a rule, treateds 


the report humorously and The At-! Silent, while at the University of 


lanta Constitution suggested that the 
Carnegie Foundation next could be 
expected to send an expedition to the 
north pole and report that there 1s no 
Santa Claus. 

PURE AND HONEST. 


Both Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, pres- 
‘jdent of the University of Virginia, 
and Dr. Albert B. Dinwiddie, presi- 
dent of Tulane, both of which schools 
received a clean bill of health, ex- 
pressed gratification that their institu- 
tions had been found free of any taint 
of athletic subsidies or commercialisin. 

“We shall continue to fight such 
practices whether or not we ever win 
another game,” said Dr. Alderman. 

Chancellor James H. Kirkland, of 
Vanderbilt university. said that if 
there had been any infraction of ethi- 
eal rules at Vanderbilt “I do not know 
of it in my official capacity.” 

ALABAMA DENIES. 


Alabama came into the report un- 
der the head of “assisting athletes,’ 
but Dr. George Denny.

Many Reactions 


To Subsidy Charge. 

New York, October 24.—(2)—With 
reactions ranging all the way from 
indignant protest and sweeping de- 
nial to outright approval and con- 
demnation, the country's colleges to- 
day faced the challenge contained 
in the sensational report of the Car- 
negie Foundation on commercialism 
and kindred ills in college sport. 4 

At Brown university the report 
was denounced by Norman S. Taber, 
chairman of the athletic council, as 
“in part false and in toto so mis- 
leading as to make it impossible to 
believe the authors could present. it.’ 

BROKEN FAITH. 

“Broken faith’ was charged by 
Professor B. W. Griffith, graduate 
manager of athletics at Bucknell unf 
versity, where it was declared the 
Carnegie investigation was given ac- 


cess to files and records with the un- & 
names | 


derstanding that “specifie 
would not be mentioned.” 

“The report is unfair,” said Pro- 
fessor Giles L. Courtney, chairman of 
the board of athletic control of New 
ab university, “perhaps not becayse 
0 
niqne of the investigation. ... If 
some of the statements which appear 
in the press also appear in the re- 
port, they are absolutely without fact- 
ual foundation.” 


YOST DENIES. 

Allegations of an “intensively or- 
ganized, sometimes subtle, system” of 
recruiting athletes at the University 
of Michigan were vigorously denied 
by Fielding H. Yost, director of ath- 
letics there. 

Speaking for the Western confer- 
ence as a whole, Major John L. Grif- 
fith, athletic commissioner, averred 
“Big Ten” universities are cleaner 
athletically than any other ten uni- 
versities any one can name. 

All of the Western conference 
schools, except Illinois and Chicago, 
which were given a clean bill, also 
made emphatic denial of the charges. 
The University of Iowa watched de- 
velopments with interest believing 
that. although that institution has re- 
cently been disciplimed by the “Big 
Ten” for subsidizing, it is only. a 
“minor violater” hy comparison.” 
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McGeehan: 


Before the end of the current season there probably will be.a strong 
movement in ‘favor of the removal of the goal posts in intercollegiate 
football. Of course, much progress has beén made in this direction al- 
ready. The posts have been moved out of the field of. play, so that they 
do not in any way annoy the athletes or distract their attention from the 


game. 


But the posts still are a source of annoyance to the spectators. 
When the game is over the partisans of, the winning team con- 
tinue to rush upon the goal posts to tear them into bits of sou- 
venirs. Much unpleasantness seems to have been caused by this 
custom. As I! recall it, one of the causes mentioned for the breach 
between Columbia and New York university was the rape of the | 
goal posts. , 
An indignant member of the New York Stock Exchange writes. me 
that there was a great deal of goal post trouble after the game between 
Fordham and New York university. The constabulary being altogether 
unacquainted with college customs undertook to save the goal posts at 
the Polo Grounds from the-rush of the impulsive Fordham rooters, with 
the result that heads were massaged with clubs. My informant writes: 
“After the finish of the game between Fordham and New York univer- 
sity | saw policemen smashing the heads of boys with their clubs because 
the kids were ending up a football game as usual by tearing down the 
goal posts. f | 
“I do not know why the ball park owners should get such pro- 
tection to their property and why Mr, Stoneham and his associates 
should be so small as to begrudge some enthusiastic college boys 
about $25 worth of goal posts. I always have assumed that the 
loss of goal posts was part of the expense of 2 football game and 
surely these owners make enough without having to worry and 
fight in such a small way over nothing. ° 


“If these policemen had done their duty early in the fourth quarter 
and kept the spectators from going on to the field and interfering with 
the play, they would have done more toward the common good than they 
did by making a spectacle of themselves to the spectators remaining in 
the stands, by clubbing the Fordham youngsters. | have in mind trouble 
a few years.ago between the Columbia and New York university boys 
about goal posts, but this is the first time in my memory that anything 
like this has occurred. | 

“It is such small things as this that make one wonder how people 
financially interested in sport have so little of the sporting instinet them- 
Selves. Naturally they would not expect to have the goal posts broken 
down at an exhibition of professional football, but for some reason they 
do not grasp the point of view of a college boy.” 

Mr. Charles A. Stoneham denies that he incited the con- 
stabulary to defend the bits of lumber in the Polo Grounds. “As 

a matter of fact,” said Mr. Stoneham, “if I had known that they 

wanted those goal posts I would have had them made out of bet- 

ter material. 

“For the next game I think that I will have five or six sets because 
two are not enough to go around. And after the game if they will wait 
[ will have some men saw them into the right lengths. Or maybe | can 
have them sawed up during the game, because from what I see they do 
not use them much.” 

It will be geen that Mr. Stoneham is up on modern football. He has 
realized from close observation that the only use for the goal posts is to 
furnish something to tear down after the game. 

Disappearing Goal Posts. 

Of course, there are those who might object to the summary removal 
of the goal posts. They still remain to some in the relation of the 
striped pole to the barber shop, or the wooden Indian to the cigar store. 
The striped pole still remains to a certain extent as a notice that shav- 
ing, bobbing and haircutting are going on in that vicinity, but the last 
cigar store Indian has long since passed in the direction of the setting 
sun in the trail of his models. 

I have enough sentiment myself not to advocate the entire 
abolition of the goai posts, but why keep them so near the field? 

I think tha’ they might be placed on the top of the stadia as 

symbols of ,the derivation of the game of intercollegiate football. 

When you see a spinning wheel outside one of Ye Old Inns in 

New England you know that antiques are being sold inside. Simi- 

larly, when you see a set of goal posts silhouetted against the sky 

over the Yale Bowl you will know that there is a football game 
going on inside. 

There are some who insist that some of the old-fashioned teams may 
require the goal posts in the course of the game. For these a master 
mind is working out a scheme for disappearing goal posts, which can be 
raised up from the subterranean passage when they are required and low- 
ered before they can incile the passions of the fans. 

But it will not be long now before the goal posts disappear entirely. 
Of course, it will be something like five or six years before they are 
forgotten. entirely. Let those who are collecting early American goal 
posts get them while the getting is good. Ten years from now Henry 
Ford may be offering a fortune for a set of ‘intercollegiate football goal 
posts in good condition. 


The Tall Tower Is Dwarfed. 

They are importing the eee bigger and funnier. Primo

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Financial Situation Ise Sound, 
Thomas W. Lamont Says After 
Bankers Go Into Hurried Con- 
ference Over Conditions Re- 
sulting From Hectic Trading 
on Exchanges. 


New York, October 24.—For years, 
ever since the federal reserve system 


began to operate shortly after the out- 
break of the World War, Wall Street 
has been saying with increasing con- 
fidenee that there would never again 
be a panic. There was a panic today 
in the stock market. 

What happened _ gee not like 
the panic of October, 1907, which was 
a money panic. It wee "but worse 

‘than the panic of May, 1901, which 
was a stock market panic brought on 
. by the Northern Pacific corner com- 
ing on top of a long sustained bull 
stock market. It was worse than May, 
1901, partly hecause today prices 
started to break from a relatively 
higher price level than 18 years ago, 
and partly hecause today there are 
millions of traders in the stock mar- 
ket from one end of the country to 
the other whereas in May of 1901, 
trading was largely confined to eaxt- 
ern states, mostly Wall Street itself. 

There was an irregular opening of 
the stock market at 10 o'clock, some 
shares higher, some lower. Shortly 
after the opening word came from the 
stock exchange floor over the private 
telephones of brokers’ offices that 
prices there were higher than shown 
on the tape. Steel common for ex- 
ample which closed last night at 204 
opened at 205 1-2 and by 10:30 was 
up to 207 1-2 with most shares fol- 
lowing. But then apparently out of 
a clear sky a tidal wave of selling 
started increasing steadily in volume 
and making it plain within the next 
half hour that a panic was on. 


Behind After 10:30. 


From 10:30 the tape dropped 
further and further behind actual 
trading on the stock exchange floor 
until by noon it was an hour late and 
by 12:45 80 minutes behind. Long 
before the noon hour was reached 
traders in customers’ rooms of stock 
exchange houses were paying no at- 
tention to the tape or to prices being 
posted on the quotation board from 
the tape. Long before noon stock ex- 
change houses began to post on black- 
boards quotations received from the 
floor by telephone. In the meantime 
flashes were sent from the floor and 

sted on the blackboards to the ef- 
ect that specialists in some stocks 
would not accept orders at any speci- 
fied price. That meant that only or- 
ders would be accepted “at the mar- 
ket” or for what price could be ob- 
— either on the selling or buying 


By noon Steel common which sold 
a month a at 261 3-4 and which 
closed last night at 204 was down 
to 194 3-4. On the curb market FElec- 
tric Bond and Share which recently 
sold at 189 closing last night at 
112 1-4 was down to 93. For many 
shares the declines were far greater 
running to 25, 30, 50 points or more. 

Early in the noon hour stories aft- 
erwards proved unfounded were wide- 
Ty circulated that the stock exchange 
would close at 1 o'clock, repeating 
what happened when the machinery 

ame swamped with selling orders 
on the eve of the outbreak of the 
World War. Shortly after 12 o'clock 
a false rumor was flashed from Chi- 
cago that the stock exchange there 
had closed. 

Word was received the middle of the 
noon hour when demoralization in 
th@ stock market was at its worst that 
Chairman Mitchell, of the National 
City bank, had been seen going into 
the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Then it was learned that Mitchell and 
the Morgan partners had been joined 
in a conference by President Pot- 
ter, of the Guaranty Trust: Seward 
T’rosser, executive head of the Bank- 
ers Trust; Chairman Wiggin, of the 
Chase National. As soon as this was 
passed around Wall Street by word 
of mouth or telephone, the stock mar- 
ket according to quotations being re- 
ceived from the stock exchange floor 
hegan to show signs of recovery. By 
1:15 Steel common on the floor was 
back to 200, with other stocks fol- 
lowing. 

Between 10:30 and 12:30 declines 
in leading shares ran from 5 to 50 
— or more. Ky 1:30 there had 

en a recovery of from 5 to 25 points 
or more, with the highly charged at- 


mosphere in Wall street rapidly 
clearing. 

Bankers meeting at the Morgan of- 
fice left for their own offices around 

730. omas W. Lamont then had 
this to say: 

“There has been distress selling of 
stocks. Some bank heads held a meet- 
ing here to discuss the situation. So 
far as we could learn no houses are 
in difficulty. Margins of customers 
have proved satisfactory.” 

Asked whether the worst had been 
seen, Mr. Lamont replied: 

“We did not try to analyze the situ- 
ation from that viewpoint. What has 
happened is that many quotations for 
stock made today did not represent 
the situation.from the viewpoint of 
real values. What I mean by that 
is that these prices did not represent 
fundamentals but a_ technical stock 
market situation created by distress 
selling. Orders for selling ran into 
air pockets where there were no buy- 
ing orders.” 

Lamont made it plain that he was 
talking only for himself, not for the 
other bankers attending today’s con- 
ference. Asked what the federal re- 
serve bank here would likely do late 
today about the rediscount rate, Mr. 
I.amont replied that he would not 
presume to talk for the federal re- 


serve, 
First Such Conference. 

During the worst of the 1920-21 
world-wide war and post-war defla- 
tion in general trade in the stock 
market there were many conferences 
held by leading bankers. As far as 
Wall Street could recall, however, to- 
day was the first time since 1920 that 
midday conferences had been held by 
bankers to disenss the existing stock 
market situation, 

By noon today, that is for the first 
two hours, trading on the exchange 
floor had reached 5,700,000 shares. 
Ky 1:30 the turnover had mounted to 
10,200,000 shares, or at the rate of 
2,800,000 shares an hour, or 14,300,- 
000 shares for a full day. 

Those who arrived in downtown 
Wall Street offices before 9 o'clock 
this morning found red-eyed clerks of 
stock exchange houses straggling in 
for another day, after having labored 
uRil 4 o'clock this morning or later, 
going over every account on their 
books and sending out margin calis 
in all directions. Every hotel in 
New York and Brooklyn anywhere 
near the financial district had rooms 
reserved for clerks of stock exchange 
houses for what was left of last night 
after margin calls were sent out, Tel- 
egraph offices in Wall Street, and al- 
most every big building has one or 
more, remained open all night receiv- 
ing messages sent out by stock ex- 
change houses to customers, From 9 
o'clock this: morning the telephone 
wires in the financial district were 
so busy that it was difficult to get 
even your own switchboard much less 
= through a call. Every wire was 

usy asking for stock market infor- 
mation and advice, much of it having 
to do with margins. 

For the past few years the ready 
response of traders in the stock mar- 
ket to repeated margin calls has been 
n constant surprise to old-timers in 
Walk Street. ‘here never has been 
such a time when margins have been 
kept so large. This made for sta- 
bility in the stock market. What 
happened in the last hour yesterday 
was something different than anything 
Wall Street had ever before seen. 

At Monday's low level the average 
price of 50 representative stocks, half 
rails and half industrials, stood at 
272.90, a drop of 39.07 points from 
the new high far all time established 
on September 19. This drop within 
a2 month was more than the history- 
making decline of March, 1926. On 
Tuesday of this week there was a 
recovery. But it was evident early 
yesterday that despite the drastic 
liquidation of the past month the mar- 
ket was still in a vulnerable position. 
Yesterday's break of 18.24 points, 
mostly in the last hour, running to 
5.5 points for rails and 30.9 points 
for industrials carried the average for
